JANUARY TOTALS 
SHOW INCREASES 


Wetmore Finds Out- 
look Encouraging for 
Industry 


By JOHN C. WETMORE 

OENIX, ARIZ., March 15.— 

Enough official sales figures 
for January are now at hand to 
present a review of the opening 
of what promises to be the big- 
gest year in the history of the 
motor industry. The situation is 
presented in the form of new pas- 
senger car registrations in twenty 
important cities, including those 
of the four largest automobile 
markets in the country. 

In view of the fact that the 
twenty cities named, whose regis- 
trations include those of the counties 
of their locations, account for nearly 
$0,000 of the sales made in the open- 
ing month of this year, they would 
seem to justify a pretty accurate in- 
ference as to what happened in the 
country at large in January, 1928. 

To my mind the January situa- 
tion is well visualized by the fact 
that, Ford included, sales in the 
twenty cities chosen showed a loss | 
of but 5.5 per cent. as compared | 
with the opening month of 1927, | 
and leaving Ford out, an increase of 
133 per cent., despite inadequate | 
deliveries to dealers of several im- 
portant new models, particularly in| 
the pony class. Five cities were able 
to overcome Ford losses, and all but 
four of them made net gains over 
Ford decreases.

The Dangerous Home 
ig the automotive field we are giving so much attention to 
accident abatement that we sometimes get rather nar- 
row in our point of view. 
accidents in which motor vehicles participate represent the 
great bulk of accidents throughout the country. 

In the latest edition of Public Safety, the bulletin pub- 
lished by the National Safety Council, there is given the 
home accident record for the month of January, 1928. This 
shows that 2,020 persons died from accidents which occurred 
in their own homes. On the other side of the picture, during | 
that same month, 1,760 persons were killed in accidents in- | 
volving motor vehicles. 

It will surprise many people to learn that more 
Americans died in a month from asphyxiation, falls in 
bath tubs, and the hundred and one other types of mis- 
haps that may occur in the course of a humdrum day in 
the home, than were killed in traffic. 

In both cases the one way of reducing the dreadful 
accident toll is education. Our people must be taught to be 
careful, cautious, watchful, not only in traffic but in the 
ordinary routine of home life. ‘When this caution in every- 
thing that we do becomes automatic and instinctive, then we 
shall reduce our accident toll to the minimum. In the mean- 
time we must hammer away at education.

Combining Against Us 

T IS an extremely interesting story that recently came 

from Paris to the effect that European motor car man- 

ufacturers are considering the formation of a combine to 

“offset the inroads being made in their market” by American 

manufacturers. The idea is said to have originated with an 

Italian car builder and to have the approval of E] Duce Mus- 
solini. 

Reduced to its simplest terms this combination would 
establish a tariff wall against American manufacturers, 
while granting extremely favorable concessions to its 
own members. Such tinkering with economic condi- 


tions is always dangerous, and, in spite of such obstacles, 
it is safe wagering that American products will continue 
to enjoy a favorable reception from foreign buyers, just 
as long as they ‘continue to offer greater value and 
attractiveness.

T is interesting to note that 
some jobbers are giving 
seriaus thought to specializa- 
tion in major lines. In other 
words, effort is being made 
to sell the salesmen the plan 
of making an intensive drive 
on certain lines and to follow 
up their sales. This practice 
is different from sales con- 
tests on a given item or a 
drive to move a line that 


sticks to the shelves.

The result of this construction is 
as follows. A sufficiently strong im- 
pact can break Triplex glass, but 
before it breaks it gives to a certain 
extent. Then the pane to which the 
impact is applied breaks toward the 
celluloid layer, which acts in the 
manner of a net, holding the splin- 
tered portions of the glass. At the 
same time, the celluloid weakens the 
blow as far as the second glass layer 
is concerned, which is cracked by a 
strong enough force, but not broken 
up as a rule.
